Construetion of a conerot> runway, 3,000 meters lone and 2%) neters wide, was 
started, the-foundation of the runway was excavated to a danth of about 50 cm, 

the excavated strip was filled withia layer of sand which uas subsequently rolled. 
A 30ecm layer of pravel was then placed on top of the sand, sprayed with asphalt, 
and then topped by a thin layer of sand. Two concrete mixin machines were in 
operation, two other ones were available. 


The airfield surface was level and firm, the field had a snur track branching off 
from the Stod (N 50/P 92}—Nyrany (N hs 93) railroad line at 4 point 2 kn north 

of Chotesov. The road from Line (N 50/P 93) to the airfield was widened 6 meters 

and provided with an asphalt cover, Drainave facilities were beine built, 


Nine single-story brick buildings, ench 12 x 60 meters, were observed northwest of 
the field on the road from Cervétiy’ Ujezd to the field. These buildin«s, which were 
to serve as quartering facilities, were not furnished anc the windows were still 
lacking. Low wooden buildin-s anarteriny, the labor battalion were about 250 meters 
northeast of the brick buildinzs, the airfield was cuardad by O soldiers who wore
